VETS. CONVENE 
TO REMEMBER 
VIMY’'S BATTLE 


Memorial Hall Crowded At} 
Commemoration of Can- 
adien Triumph 

In commemoration of the 
Battle of Vimy Ridge, fought on 
April 9, 1917, members of the 
Canadian Legion of the British 
Empire Service league, and their 
friends, gathered at the G. W. V. 
A, Memorial hall Friday night to 
participate in and enjoy a smok- 
ing concert. 

Every available, inch of space 
was occupied. The large hall was 
every one of which was occupied, 
tiled.,to the limit with seats, 
while in every nook and corner 
standing room was at a premium. 


Memorabic Event 

What an event to commemorate! 
Vimy Ridge, that hill from the top 
of which could be surveyed the ter- 
ritory trom Ypres to the Somme and 
forward to the slag heaps of Mons, 
had been the stronghold of the Ger- 
man forces since 1914, and had de- 
fied all allted. attempts to capture it. 
Some 200,000 French crosses in the 
Souchez valley and on the peak of 
Notre Dame de Lorette, borke mute 
testimony to the French troops’ ef- 
ferts, under Foch himself, to gain the 
heights. Even: Byng, on his first 
attempt, while leading his Imperial 
troops, hud been repulsed. Then u.- 
der an attack of unprecedented fury, 
carried through without a hitch, the 
Canadians took the ridge under the 
most adverse conditions possible. The 
ridge was water-soaked with the 
epring rains and mud. was feet thick 
and the attack took ‘place ia a driv- 
ing rain and sleet storm. It was the 
most decisive victory of the war up 
until that time. 

Real Veterans 

And here were the very men who 
had assisted in that glorious feat of 
urms, gathered together to rememb- 
er; men who by their sacrifice of 
blood and their offer of life itself ond 
the scarg they bore, qualified for the 
Halls of Valhalla. All gathered round 
uad swapped stories and sang the 
old songs. Men from practically 
every unit insthe Canadian corps 
were there as well as many from 
ritish regiments.

‘New Regulations in Boston 
May Bring Back More 
Horse 


BOSTON, Mass, April 9.—One of 
the effects of the new compulsory 
automobile insurance law, at least in 
thie city, is the return of the horse! 

Increasing traffic congestion in 
the larger cities has made it cheap- 
er and just as easy for the horae- 
|drawn truck to make deliveries. But 
it wasn't until insurance rates were 
practically doubled on truck fleets 
by the application of the new code 
that owners decided again to rely on 
the horse. 


By doing so, they are economiz- 
ing not only in the maintenance of 
the truck, as against the cheaper 
| cost of the horse, but they have suc- 
ceeded in eliminating the item of in- 
surance premiums to a great extent. 

Heretofore truck fleet ownera 
were able to get lower rates on their 
fleets as against the rates for in- 
dividual trucks. Now they must pay 
as much for each vehicle as the man 
|'who insures only one truck.

Acting under instructions of the Special Committee of the Heuse of Commons, we made an investigation of the” 
accounts of the above distillery and submitted an interim report to the Committee uader date of June 9th, 1936, and a 
later report to the Minister of Customs and Excise on June 36th, 1926, 

The above reports are embodied in the following, together with results of later examinations: 

PERIOD COVERED. 

A full examination for the period let January, 1034 (the Inception of the presest Company), to 3ist March, 1926, 
and a partial examination of a later period up to December, 1926. 

HISTORY. 

The present Company wes formed on 28th December, 1923, with a Dominion charter and an authorized capital of 
$2,000,000.00 par value shares of $100.00 each. In August, 1926, the capital was changed to 200,000 shares of no par value

NATURE OF BUSINESS AND PRODUCTS. 

The Company manufactured potable and noppotable spirits and small quantities ef denatured epirite. 
IMPORT OUTIES, 

We made a careful examination of the invoices covering purchases of mashing materials and other dutiadle im 
ports, including spirits, and we saw that proper import duties bad been levied and cheques is payment issued to the 
Collector of Customs, We have further confirmed these payments by an examination of the cash book kept by the local 
Collector of Customs aad Excise. 

SPIRITS PRODUCED. 

We also saw that the quantities of grain and other mashing materials and apirits purchased as shows by these 
invoices were properly charged in the Distillers’ Excise Books and we found that the quantity of spirite distilled from 
the grain purchesed, as shown by the record of messurements takes et the Closed Receiver, was in excess of the 
standard minimum quantity called for by the Excise Act. The only exception te the foregoing is that the Keguletivss 
we have seen do not set any standard minimum quantily of spirits to be produced from molesses. The amoust showa 
as being produced was approximately 5.2 pea il a per 100 pounds of molasses. 

We saw that the quantities of spirite ticed were properly accounted fur throughout the different stages ef 
rectification, maturing, bottling, eto., and that "he Excise Duty was paid by cheque i= favor of the Collector of Customs 
on al) spirits taken out of bond and on malt under 10%. 

The Company paid duty at a minimum rate of $9.00 per proof gallon om all ite output except shipments ia posd, 
and at $9.02 and $9.03 on considerable portions of its output. 

We also saw wherever required proper authority from the Department of Customs and Eacise to cover deficiencies 
fn excess of the legal allowance and we saw that excise duty had been paid om these deficiencies, We have verified 
the balances shown by the Distiller's Excise Books at March Siet, 1936, by compsering them with the physical iaves- 
tories certified to by the Excise Officers. 

By an Order-in-Council dated April 17th, 1924, the Distillery was permitted to sell {ts epirite manufectured between 
April lst, 1924, and December s1st, 1924, at any date after the time of manufacture, We examined sales for a complete 
month In 1926 and a complete month in 1926 and we found that the only epirite shipped of a lesser age than (wo years 
were those manufactured during the period covered by the ezecis) Cideria-Couneil. 

DENATURED SPIRITS. 

The quantities of proof spirits designated for denaturing were traced to the special records kept for denatured 
spirits. 
For @ time the Company appears to have used the quantity of Diethylphthalate prescribed in Circuler No. 4880, 
Gated 16th March, 1926, but determined by weight. Ja March, 1026, the Department drew their attertion to the fact * 
that the quantity was to be determined by volume, which wes considerably greater, and since that date tke Company 
@ppears to have complied with this interpretation of the regulation,

that they had all beep made to authorized purchasers. 
GALES. 

The Company's output was disposed of during this period by— 

(1) Domestic Gales (in bond), mostly to Provincial Liquor Commissions; 
(2) Exports (in bond) to British Weat Indies, Cube end Great Britain; 
(8) Exports to U.8. (duty paid). 

The exports in bond to the West !ndies were largely to the Company's Own warehouse at Nassau. 

Permits for removal were obtained in all casen. 

The Company furnished bonds as called for by the Exzeise Act to the amount of double the escise dety, which 
bonds would be paynble should it not produce satisfactory proof of export. Mr. Campbell, the Customs Clerk ip ebarge 
of such bonds, informed us that all export shipments in bond up to June 80th, 1936, had been roferred to the Depart 
ment and that he had been advised that all the bonds covering these shipments should be cancelled. We did aot 
examine these edvices, but we saw jn respect of these shipmente the Certificate of Yzit endoreed on the Export Kutry, 
except in regard to four shipments, but for these landing certificates were produced. 

The shipments subsequent to 30th June, 1926, were made from the Ports of Montreal, Helifas, St, John ead Vam- 
couver by the Canadian Government Merchant Marine, United Pruit Line, Canadiap Pacific Ocean Services, lebrandtees- 
Moller Company, Furness Line, Houston Lines, Hovset Heforé Company end the Cunerd Line, and for shipments by 
these lines no landing certificate {s required to cancel the bonds. (Circular 837-C, Paragrepb 17.) 

The foregoing sppiies also to the shipments from April to December, 1926. 

SALES TAX, 

(1) Exports in Bond—Taz does not apply. 

(2) Exports to U,8. (Duty Paid)—No Seles Taz has been paid om these, as the Company costends that the Tez 
does not apply. The Department, however, bas made @ claim for Sales Taz up to 30th November, 1934, ead 
this claim is now before the courts,
